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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1970.  This  includes  an  account  of  the  work 
carried  out  under  various  Acts  of  Parliament  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  Annual  Reports  laid  down 
by  the  Department  of  Health.  I hope  you  will  find  it  to  be  of 
interest. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr. 
Clarkson,  retired  after  35  years  service  with  the  Council  and  we  were 
very  sorry  to  lose  his  services.  Mr.  Singleton,  the  Smoke  Control 
Inspector,  took  his  place  after  the  vacancy  had  been  advertised. 
We  were  then  short  staffed  for  a few  months  before  Mr.  Harris  was 
appointed  to  replace  Mr.  Singleton. 

Re-organisation  of  the  Health  Department  was  put  into  effect 
at  the  time  Mr.  Clarkson  left  and  we  now  have  a district  inspector 
for  each  area  office  and  two  specialist  inspectors,  one  for  housing 
and  one  for  smoke  control. 

Owing  to  the  crisis  in  the  smokeless  fuel  supphes  we  made  no 
progress  with  the  first  smoke  control  area.  There  was  one  objector 
to  this  order  and  a public  hearing  took  place  in  the  autumn  con- 
cerning this  objection. 

We  had  a very  large  measles  epidemic  during  the  year  and  one 
small  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  connected  with  a large  restaurant 
in  the  district.  There  was  also  a smouldering  outbreak  of  infective 
jaundice  connected  with  a school  in  the  northern  area.  With 
regard  to  measles,  in  the  autumn  we  were  able  to  commence 
immunisations  again  after  the  withdrawal  of  vaccine  the  previous 
year. 

In  the  autumn  the  long  awaited  Health  Centre  at  Shirebrook 
was  opened  and  the  County  Health  Clinic  from  Cliffe  House  moved 
there  together  with  the  Group  Practice  of  5 doctors  and  also  1 
dentist.  The  Health  Centre  is  a very  fine  building  and  should 
provide  ample  opportunity  for  the  integration  of  every  aspect  of 
health. 
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I have  been  much  indebted  throughout  the  year  to  the  Chairman 
of  Health  Committee,  Councillor  Collins,  for  the  great  interest  he 
has  shown  and  for  his  invaluable  help  and  support.  I also  have  to 
thank  the  officers  who  have  helped  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Comments 

The  birth  rate  again  shows  a drop  and  is  now  almost  at  the 
national  average  of  16.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  also 
dechned  and  is  now  6%  of  the  total  hve  births. 

There  were  again  12  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  8 of  these 
occuring  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  this  year,  nor  any  associated 
with  abortion. 
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The  infant  mortality  rate  and  associated  vital  statistics  are 
well  below  the  national  figures  and  show  a marked  improvement  on 
previous  years.

The  death  rate  is  much  the  same  as  last  year  and  is  slightly 
above  the  national  average.  There  were  more  deaths  of  males  than 
females  and  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  500  as  compared  with 
481  last  year.  Two-thirds  of  the  total  deaths  were  over  the  age  of 
65,  one-third  over  75. 

Cancer  caused  a total  of  84  deaths,  40  of  these  in  females.  The 
total  is  a decrease  on  last  year.  19  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  lung 
cancer,  13  in  males  and  6 in  females. 

Coronary  Heart  disease  claimed  113  victims.  3 males  who  died 
of  this  disease  were  under  the  age  of  44.  All  the  females  except  4 
were  over  65.  This  disease  is  very  much  on  the  increase  and  is  the 
commonest  killer  of  middle-aged  people,  particularly  men.  When 
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women  fall  a victim  of  coronary  disease  it  is  usually  later  in  life, 
over  the  age  of  65, 

Circulatory  disease  including  “strokes”  caused  99  deaths.  89 
of  these  were  over  the  age  of  65.  Of  these,  38  were  over  75.  This  is, 
of  course,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  in  old  age. 

Bronchitis  caused  32  deaths,  all  except  1 in  persons  over  55. 
All  except  6 of  the  total  deaths  were  in  males. 

Accidental  death  — there  were  12  deaths  from  accidents  this 
year  including  3 suicides.  5 of  these  deaths  were  from  car  accidents. 
There  were  no  accidental  deaths  in  children  under  15  but  5 deaths 
were  in  elderly  persons. 

Children’s  Deaths 

4 children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  15  died  during  the  year, 
all  from  serious  diseases.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  typhoid 
fever  notified  during  1970. 

During  the  year  533  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
and  689  received  booster  injections. 

Scarlet  Fever 

13  cases  were  notified.  This  is  a mild  disease  nowadays  and 
seldom  causes  complications. 

Measles 

Unfoitunately,  the  measles  vaccination  campaign  was  started 
too  late  to  cope  with  the  large  epidemic  of  measles  we  had  during  the 
year.  As  I mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report,  the  withdrawal  of 
some  measles  vaccine  caused  delay  in  this  vaccination  programme. 
However,  there  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  this  or  any  other 
infectious  disease  and  most  cases  were  fairly  mild.  There  was  a 
total  of  427  cases  notified. 

Infective  Jaundice 

There  were  25  cases  of  infective  jaundice  notified  which  is  an 
increase  on  last  year.  Nearly  all  of  the  cases  were  in  school  children. 
This  disease  seems  to  be  on  the  increase  in  some  areas  of  the  district 
and  is  undoubtedly  spread  by  poor  hygiene.  Infectivity  is  not  very 
high  and  one  seldom  finds  a whole  family  fall  prey  to  the  disease. 
Most  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the  district  were  sporadic  but  some 
were  connected  with  a school  in  the  northern  area. 


Cases  ol  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  year  1970. 
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Jaundice  is  one  of  the  infections  which  can  be  minimised  by 
taking  hygiene  precautions  such  as  washing  one’s  hands  before 
eating  and  after  going  to  the  lavatory. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  all  in  school 
children.  Immunisation  of  babies  has  certainly  reduced  the 
number  of  cases  of  this  infection. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  4 cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year, 
all  in  adults  and  all  pulmonary.  All  cases  were  visited  and  investi- 
gated but  the  source  of  infection  was  not  traced.

Venereal  Diseases 

Treatment  and  advice  in  strict  confidence  can  be  obtained  at 
Derby  Royal  Infirmary,  Chesterfield  Royal  Hospital,  Victoria 
Hospital,  Worksop  and  Mansfield  General  Hospital. 

I feel  it  is  important  to  re-iterate  the  fact  that  venereal  diseases 
are  now  considered  to  be  an  epidemic.  There  has  been  a tremendous 
increase  in  every  form  of  this  condition  during  the  past  few  years. 
Treatment  is  available  and  effective  in  all  cases  but  it  is  important 
to  seek  treatment  early  particularly  for  women.  Neglect  of  this 
condition,  apart  from  spreading  the  disease,  can  lead  to  serious 
crippling  in  later  life. 


WELFARE  SERVICES 

In  accordance  with  the  Seebohm  report,  the  Welfare  Services 
for  the  County  are  now  organised  under  a central  Social  Services 
Department  at  Matlock  with  district  offices.  These  services  include 
those  for  the  elderly,  physically  handicapped,  mentally  handicapped,

I am  glad  to  say  that  once  again  no  action  was  necessary  during 
the  year  under  Section  47  of  this  act. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  of  water  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Central 
Notts.  Water  Board,  except  for  23  properties  receiving  water  from 
the  North  East  Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  the  Mid.  Derbyshire 
Water  Board,  and  10  houses  which  are  without  piped  water  supply. 
The  latter  houses  rely  on  well  supplies  which,  while  sufficient  in 
quantity,  tend  to  be  unreliable  in  purity,  and  in  some  cases  it  has 
been  necessary  to  make  arrangements  with  the  owner/occupier  for 
chlorination  of  these  supplies.  These  wells  serve  isolated  properties 
and  are  kept  under  close  supervision  by  the  regular  submission  of 
samples  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  district  supply  of  water  has  continued  to  be  sufficient  and 
satisfactory  although  tending  to  be  hard  water.

Mr.  Marker,  the  Engineer  to  the  Central  Notts.  Water  Board 
has  very  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  : — 

The  main  source  of  the  water  supply  to  the  area  is  Budby 
I’umping  Station.  Far  Baulker,  Normans  Hollow  and  Rushley 
Pumping  Stations,  do,  however,  supply  part  of  the  southern  area 
\7ith  varying  amounts  of  water.  None  of  the  supplies  are  likely  to 
lesult  in  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  water  supply  within  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Isolated  incidents  of  low  pressure 
have  occurred  from  time  to  time  but  these  have  been  of  a minor 
nature. 

No  contamination  of  supplies  has  occurred  within  the  area. 

Tests  carried  out  some  time  ago  showed  that  there  was  no 
fluoride  in  the  water  supplies  of  Budby,  Far  Baulker  and  Normans 
Hollow  Pumping  Stations  but  that  water  from  Rushley  Pumping 
Station  contained  0. 10  parts  per  million  fluoride  as  fluorine.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  AND  CONVERSIONS 

During  the  year  the  number  of  pail  closets  in  use  has  been 
reduced  from  36  to  29  and  every  opportunity  is  still  being  followed 
in  the  hope  of  eliminating  this  unsuitable  type  of  convenience.  The 
reduction  arises  from  7 pail  closets  being  converted  to  water  carriage 
system. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  number  of  pail  closets  still  in  use  in 
the  parish  of  Ault  Hucknall  where  some  of  the  very  small  hamlets 
are  still  without  satisfactory  provision  for  sewage  disposal.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 
Pinxton 

After  a delay  of  several  years  the  scheme  for  extensions  to  the 
Pinxton  Sewage  Works  was  commenced.  This  will  cater  for  sewage 
from  the  Selston  area  of  Basford  R.D.C.  and  Council’s  industriral 
sites. 

General 

All  the  remaining  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  District  are 
operating  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  comply  with  the  Standard 
Conditions  of  the  River  Authority. 

SEWERAGE 

General 

Routine  inspections  of  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  sewerage  system  which  gives  main  drainage  to 
99.4%  of  the  Rural  District  population. 

Palterton 

Periodic  cleansing  was  still  being  carried  out  to  the  9"  sewers  at 
Main  Street,  which  are  affected  by  mining  subsidence,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  remedial  work  could  be  carried  out  next  year. 

Scarcliffe 

Mining  subsidence  affected  the  12"  sewer  at  Selwyn  Street, 
Hillstown  and  remedial  work  was  carried  out  at  a cost  of  £15,000.

REPORT  OF 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  this  my  first  report  as  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  in  which  you  will  find  details  of  work 
done  by  the  Inspectors,  Technical  Staff  and  Workmen. 

The  department  has  again  been  kept  busy  throughout  the  year, 
particular  at  the  time  when  we  were  short  staffed  following  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  R.  Clarkson  and  my  own  appointment,  until  we 
obtained  the  services  of  Mr.  G.  Harris  from  Ilkeston  as  replacement. 

Housing  has  received  major  attention,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
detailed  analysis  of  work  under  that  heading  in  the  report.  Clear- 
ance work  will  continue  as  laid  down  in  the  Council’s  Programme, 
but  it  is  also  hoped  that  in  1971,  a definite  start  can  be  made  on 
General  Improvement  Areas  where  property  is  still  reasonably  good 
and  worthy  of  prolonged  life. 

Clean  Air  would  seem  to  be  in  the  position  of  ‘the  calm  before 
the  storm’,  as  we  await  hopefully  the  confirmation  of  our  Smoke 
Control  Order  No.  1 (Shirebrook) . On  receipt  of  this,  it  is  intended  to 
submit  an  area  annually  until  the  whole  district  is  covered  by 
Smoke  Control.  Unfortunately,  fuel  difficulties  tend  to  prejudice 
discussions,  but  I hope  that  we  can  progress  steadily  to  our  goal. 

Food  Hygiene  still  receives  regular  attention  and  through  a 
reasonable  standard  has  been  attained,  lack  of  vigilance  can  have 
dire  consequences. 

All  animals  slaughtered  have  again  been  inspected  and  stamped, 
but  the  controlled  hours  have  been  beneficial  in  avoiding  undue 
overtime,  a weekly  rota  system  covering  eventualities  in  this 
respect. 

In  Rodent  Control  it  is  of  interest  to  state  that  we  have  been 
involved  in  the  preparation  of  two  ‘Rat  Free  Areas’,  a venture 
wholeheartedly  supported  by  yourselves,  and  which  I feel  sure  will 
justify  the  expense  incurred.  Regular  farm  treatments  have 
continued  on  a Contract  basis. 

The  cleansing  service  continued  to  work  well,  based  on  the 
Municipal  Bin  Scheme,  now  in  its  20th  year,  and  my  thanks  are 
here  due  to  the  foreman  and  workmen  of  both  depots,  who  continue 
to  maintain  the  high  standards  now  expected  of  them.

During  the  year,  my  appointment  was  also  confirmed  as 
Transport  Manager  in  accordance  with  Ministry  requirements,  and 
a considerable  amount  of  record  keeping  is  involved.  Responsibility 
for  vehicle  maintenance  is  increased,  and  in  this  respect  I am 
indebted  to  Mr.  T.  Truswell  and  his  apprentice  for  excellent  work 
in  the  garage. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Inspectors  and  staff  who  have 
given  their  loyal  service  and  support  to  me  in  my  first  year,  and  not 
least  to  Dr.  Cash  and  Councillors  Collins  (Health  Committee)  and 
Hyatt  (Motor  Vehicles  Sub-Committee)  for  their  consideration  and 
encouragement. 

Finally,  I must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  Chief  Officers 
and  staffs  of  other  departments  who  have  been  most  helpful  and 
co-operative.

HOUSING 

There  was  substantial  progress  during  this  year  in  the  removal 
of  unfit  properties  and  the  provision  of  better  housing  accommoda- 
tion, which  resulted  in  the  demolition  or  closure  of  115  and  the 
re-housing  of  168  families  affecting  518  persons. 

Much  of  this  work  was  concentrated  on  Shirebrook  with  the 
continued  re-housing  of  the  famiUes  from  Clearance  Area  No.  84, 
the  demolition  of  the  vacant  houses  and  re-development  of  the  sites. 
Two  further  Clearance  Areas  were  represented,  these  areas  included 
68  unfit  houses  and  adjoin  Clearance  Area  No.  84.  Clearance  Area 
No.  87  (Lincoln  Street  and  Brooke  Street,  Tibshelf)  was  confirmed 
after  the  holding  of  a Public  Inquiry. 

This  work  along  with  other  Orders  previously  made,  leaves  the 
Council  with  a very  substantial  programme  for  providing  alternative 
accommodation  for  affected  families  and  the  time  has  arrived  when 
there  must  be  a substantial  increase  in  the  provision  of  new  Council 
houses. 

A detailed  statement  is  set  out  below  of  cases  in  hand  along  with 
statistics  showing  progress  under  the  various  headings.

OVERCROWDING 

During  the  year,  four  outstanding  cases  were  resolved  by 
re-housing  or  natural  decline,  and  this  problem  can  be  said  to  be 
greatly  reduced  by  progressive  housing  policies. 

Improvement  of  Houses  : 

The  policy  of  systematically  examining  various  parts  of  the 
district,  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  following  the  receipt  of  Circular  42/62  has 
continued,  and  considerable  work  has  been  undertaken  in  recent 
years,  particularly  by  the  National  Coal  Board,  most  recently  in 
Shirebrook  Model  Village. 

Shirebrook  Central  Area  : 

Work  in  this  area  is  proceeding  on  the  basis  of  the  Special 
Report  submitted  in  1960,  with  some  amendments.  As  mentioned 
in  previous  reports  there  has  been  very  little  progress  with  the 
improvement  of  houses  and  in  consequence  the  areas  for  clearance 
have  been  increased. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  over  600  houses  had  been  dealt  with  or 
represented  for  clearance  — when  re-housing  and  demolition  has 
taken  place  it  will  allow  for  the  re-planning  and  re-building  of  the 
centre  of  this,  the  largest  parish  in  the  district. 

Improvement  Grants  ; 

These  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Engineer’s  Department 
following  consultation  with  the  Health  Department.

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This  disinfestation  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  trained 
staff  and  mainly  consists  of  using  suitable  vermicides  and  spraying 
under  pressure.  Vermicides  used  include  Cooper’s  Multi-Spray, 
Gammexane,  D.D.T.  Lindane  and  Dieldrin,  and  Arkotine  for 
Ermine  Moth. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  food  continue  to  be  examined  in 
accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  and  the 
Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1966.  The  latter 
Regulations  became  operative  from  the  30th  September,  1966,  and 
for  the  first  time  provided  the  Council  with  some  power  to  control 
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the  hours  of  slaughtering.  After  consultation  with  the  trade,  hours 
of  slaughter  were  agreed  and  whilst  these  allow  for  slaughtering  on 
two  evenings  to  7.00  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  to  1.00  p.m.  they  are  a 
substantial  improvement.  Sunday  slaughtering  has  now  been 
eUminated  and  the  amount  of  work  by  Inspectors  outside  normal 
hours  has  been  reduced.  It  is  still,  however,  necessary  to  maintain 
a rota  system  of  Inspectors  to  deal  with  work  outside  normal  hours 


and  details  of  this  additional  work  are  set  out  below  : —

All  these  premises  have  had  a detailed  inspection  since  these 
Regulations  became  operative  and  routine  inspections  are  main- 
tained on  a regular  basis  — 857  inspections  being  made  during  the 
year  under  review.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKET,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY 
VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS  1966 

These  and  the  Amendment  Regulations  became  operative  from 
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1st  January  1967,  and  provide  for  improved  control  of  this  class  of 
food  trader. 

During  the  year  488  inspections  have  been  made  of  market 
stalls  and  mobile  vans  and  9 preliminary  notices  served.  No 


prosecutions  have  been  necessary.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

During  the  year  complaints  regarding  food  supplies  have  been 
received  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — 

(fl)  Sale  of  chitterlings  in  unclean  condition  — Retailer  warned  and 
preventative  action  taken. 

{b)  Tin  of  baked  beans  in  faulty  condition  — found  to  be  damaged 
by  mis-handling  — impossible  to  check  responsibihty,  manu- 
facturer informed. 

(c)  Three  tins  of  calcium  drink  powder  were  withdrawn  and 
destroyed  as  the  deputy  analysts  report  showed  an  excess  of 
artificial  sweetener  as  allowed  by  regulations. 

{(i)  Corned  beef  detained  following  Ministry  advice  — was  eventu- 
ally returned  to  wholesalers  for  final  disposal. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  authority  for  this  area  is  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  and  sampling  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Analyst  who  has  very  kindly  supplied  the  following  details 
of  work  carried  out  within  the  district  : — 

“Two  samples  of  milk  (1  Channel  Islands  Pasteurised  and  1 
Untreated)  were  deficient  in  fat.  Further  samples  will  be  taken. 

Two  Soft  Drinks  contained  cyclamates.  In  one  case  the 
remaining  stock  was  withdrawn  from  sale  and  condemned.  The 
other  shop  concerned  had  no  further  stock  left.  One  sample  of 
Potted  Meat  was  deficient  in  meat.  The  vendor  has  agreed  to 
alter  the  description.  Three  samples  carried  unsatisfactory  labels. 
They  were  1 soft  cheese,  I mixed  dried  fruit  and  1 instant  flavour. 
In  each  case  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers  or 
importers  concerned. 
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POULTRY  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  district  engaged  in  killing  and 
dressing  table  poultry,  so  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  put  into 
practice  the  recommendations  set  out  in  Circular  22/61,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  regarding  poultry  retailed  within  the 
district. 

MILK  DISTRIBUTION 

The  sale  of  loose  raw  milk  has  been  prohibited  in  this  area  since 
January,  1955. 

There  are  56  registered  distributors  of  milk  in  the  area,  7 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  samples  examined 
as  below.  The  whole  of  the  pasteurised  milk  is  now  processed 
outside  the  district.  There  are  4 farmers  in  the  area  who  produce 
and/or  retail  raw  T.T.  milk,  and  a large  proportion  of  this  milk  is 
sold  in  adjoining  areas.

Following  the  receipt  of  this  Circular  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  routine  sampling  of  untreated  T.T.  milk  retailed,  and/or 
produced  within  the  area.  These  arrangements  have  continued  and 
3 samples  have  been  examined  by  the  Ring  Test  method  and  all 
reported  negative. 

During  the  last  4 years  the  position  has  improved,  chiefly  by 
farmers  changing  their  methods  of  sending  all  milk  for  pasteurisation, 
so  that  now  only  4 farmers  produce  raw  T.T.  milk  and  two  of  these 
retail  their  production  in  adjoining  areas.  One  distributor  brings  a 
small  quantity  of  this  class  of  milk  into  the  area  from  an  adjoining 
district. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

The  was  a considerable  increase  in  complaints,  and  in  the 
subsequent  inspections,  partly  due  to  large  scale  demolition  and 
partly  it  is  felt  to  ‘rat  consciousness’  of  the  public.  They  have  all 
been  of  a fairly  minor  character  and  no  heavy  infestation  has  been 
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noted  in  the  District  during  the  period  under  review.  The  Council’s 
refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  have  continued  to  receive  regular 
inspections  and  have  been  kept  under  reasonable  control. 

During  the  year  a rat  free  area  was  declared  in  the  parish  of 
Palterton,  involving  9 farms  as  well  as  domestic  premises,  and 
appears  to  have  been  quite  successful  A similar  venture  based  on 
the  Welbeck  Estates  and  including  Langwith  Village,  was  scheduled 
to  commence  early  in  1971. 

Sewer  treatments  have  continued  with  the  use  of  sodium 
fluoracetamide  (direct  baiting)  and  in  order  to  overcome  staff 
difficulties  Rentokil  of  Nottingham  was  employed  to  carry  out  one 
treatment  under  local  authority  supervision. 

The  poison  most  comonly  used  has  been  Warfarin  but  Racumin 
Dust  and  Drat  were  successfully  used  in  some  cases. 

The  District  Council  has  offered  a Contract  System  in  respect  of 
farm  and  similar  premises,  and  16  farms  are  now  under  contract 
and  the  necessary  treatments  have  been  carried  out.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  1960 

There  are  2 site  licences  in  respect  of  individual  caravans  and 
these  have  caused  no  difficulty. 

Difficulties  still  arise,  from  time  to  time,  by  unauthorised 
camping  of  gypsy  type  families  and  whilst  these  have  not  been  so 
great  as  in  the  past  years  it  has  nevertheless  been  necessary  to  move 
living  vans  and  it  has  needed  62  visits  by  Inspectors.  Generally 
this  is  most  unpleasant,  but  if  not  carried  out  promptly,  serious 
pubhc  health  nuisances  do  arise.  The  co-operation  of  the  Police  in 
deahng  with  these  problems  is  appreciated. 

The  small  number  of  vans  using  unauthorised  sites  arises  from 
the  policy  of  securing  the  fencing  of  sites  likely  to  be  used  and  the 
pohcy  of  the  Committee  that  such  vans  should  be  moved  as  quickly 
as  possible.

The  supervision  of  these  premises  continues,  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service,  and  electrical  certificates 
are  obtained  before  licences  are  renewed.  All  tanks  which  have 
been  positioned  over  20  years  are  subject  to  regular  testing.  During 
the  year  6 tanks  were  tested. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACTS  1956  and  1968 

Industrial  smoke  and  pollution  continues  to  be  controlled,  with 
very  httle  nuisance  arising.  Timed  smoke  observations  have  been 
made  on  13  occasions  and  no  contravention  of  the  Regulations  noted. 

The  colliery  spoilbanks  continue  to  be  regularly  examined,  and 
for  this  purpose  12  inspections  were  made.  The  spoilbanks  have 
been  well  maintained,  the  only  one  needing  special  attention  being 
the  old  spoilbank  at  the  Langwith  Colliery  where  a serious  fire  broke 
out  7 years  ago.  The  position  here  continues  to  improve  and 
the  nuisance  has  been  kept  to  a minimum. 
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All  spoilbanks  within  the  district  come  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  the  Area  Civil  Engineer  and  visits  are  arranged  in  co- 
operation with  his  department. 

During  the  year,  the  Inquiry  was  held  into  Smoke  Control  Area 
No.  1 (Shirebrook)  to  which  there  was  one  objection,  and  a decision 
is  still  awaited. 

Difficulties  were  experienced  by  several  authorities  in  the 
operation  of  Smoke  Control  due  to  a severe  shortage  of  Smokeless 
fuels,  some  Councils  finding  it  necessary  to  suspend  or  defer  Smoke 
Control  Areas.

The  Council  continues  to  be  represented  at  meetings  of  these 
bodies  and  Councillor  J.  W.  Wass  was  re-elected  a Member  of  the 
Divisional  Council  of  the  East  Midlands  Division  of  the  National 
Society  for  Clean  Air. 

Derbyshire  Clean  Air  Joint  Consultative  Committee  meetings 
are  held  quarterly  and  deal  with  problems  and  difficulties  arising 
within  the  area  of  the  Committee.  They  are  most  valuable  in 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  position  in  adjoining  areas.  During  the 
year,  Councillor  J.  W.  Wass  became  Vice  Chairman  of  this 
Committee.

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MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Three  Atmospheric  Pollution  Recording  Stations  have  been 
operated  since  1958,  each  with  a soot  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide 
instrument.  An  additional  monitor  gauge  for  sulphur  was  in 
operation  at  Lanwith  Junction  from  April-December. 

As  from  1968,  the  readings  from  these  have  been  recorded  in  the 
metric  system.

SHIREBROOK  MARKET 

This  market,  which  continues  to  be  held  each  Friday,  is 
privately  owned.  For  some  years  a kiosk  has  been  in  use  to  provide 
stall  holders  with  hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  sink  and  wash  basins 
and  electric  lighting  for  the  various  stalls.  Bins  are  provided  for 
the  storage  of  refuse  and  the  market  area  is  cleansed  on  completion 
of  trading  by  the  District  Council  at  the  cost  of  the  owners.  These 
arrangements  have  worked  satisfactorily. 
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There  are  now  only  9 stalls  retailing  food  and  a large  proportion 
of  this  is  pre-packed.  One  stall  retails  fresh  meat  and  one  retails 
wet  fish. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  1960 

Four  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  noise  nuisance 
arising  from  : — 

(a)  The  use  of  a laundrette. 

{b)  An  electrical  factory. 

(c)  A carriage  and  wagon  works. 

{d)  The  test  blasting  at  Explosive  and  Chemical  Works. 

The  nuisance  from  the  laundrette  was  not  confirmed  it  being 
subsidiary  to  a fluff  nuisance. 

Nuisances  2 and  3 were  not  confirmed  despite  several  evening 
visits. 

The  Explosive  and  Chemical  Works  have  been  co-operative  in 
dealing  with  the  test  blasting  but  some  discomfort  has  inevitably 
arisen  by  the  close  proximity  of  the  dwelling  houses  and  the 
frequency  with  which  tests  are  carried  out.  The  only  complainant 
is  of  a rather  nervous  disposition,  and  the  department  was  assured 
that  everything  that  could  be  done  was  being  done  to  minimise  the 
nuisance. 

EDUCATIONAL  PUBLICITY 

This  scheme  has  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  7 lectures 
were  given  during  the  year.  These  included  ‘The  PubUc  Health 
Inspector’,  ‘Food  Hygiene’  and  ‘Insect  Pests’. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  78  lectures  have  been  given, 
and  I appreciate  the  effort  made  by  the  staff,  often  outside  normal 
hours,  particularly  Messrs.  Harris,  Eite,  Price  and  Ashford.

ASHBINS  — SUPPLY  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF 

The  scheme  for  the  renewal  of  defective  bins  as  a rate  charge, 
adopted  as  from  1st  April  1951,  continues  to  work  smoothly.  It 
ensures  the  renewal  of  ashbins  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  saves 
many  needless  visits  by  Inspectors.

An  experiment  to  provide  moulded  polythene  bins  in  Langwith 
Colliery  Village  has  continued,  and  though  the  bins  have  been 
largely  accepted,  it  is  unfortunate  that  due  to  faulty  polymerisation, 
a considerable  number  of  replacements  were  necessary  during  the 
year. 

The  lighter  weight  of  this  type  of  bin  is  appreciated  by  the 
workmen  but  in  certain  situations,  the  bins  are  unsuitable  and 
galvanised  bins  are  used  instead.  These  are  of  course  somewhat 
heavier,  but  have  a considerable  life,  often  considerably  in  excess 
of  their  rated  10  years. 


LITTER  ACT  1955 

There  are  190  litter  bins  in  use  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 
This  number  includes  16  which  carry  advertisement  plates  which 
are  provided  and  maintained  by  the  company  dealing  with  the 
advertisements.  All  bins  are  cleaned  twice  weekly  and  more 
frequently  if  the  need  arises.

REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE  REGULATIONS  1967 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  VEHICLE  REGULATIONS  1968 

Arrangements  have  been  made  and  publicised  for  5 of  the 
Councils  refuse  tips  to  be  available  for  the  reception  of  bulky 
household  refuse  and  for  limited  quantities  of  business  and  trade 
refuse  on  payment  of  a small  fee. 

In  addition  it  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  collect  bulky  household 
refuse  free  of  charge  and  where  this  cannot  be  taken  on  the  normal 
collection  arrangements  are  made  for  a special  collection.  All  cars 
which  are  still  ‘runners’  will  be  accepted  free  of  charge  at  the 
Council’s  cleansing  depots  at  Shirebrook  or  South  Normanton  and 
vehicles  which  are  wrecked  will  be  removed  on  request  by  the 
District  Council  at  a cost  of  50/-.  During  the  year  29  cases  were 
dealt  with,  7 as  wrecks,  22  by  request. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  deal  with 
some  84  cases  of  wrecked  and  abandoned  vehicles  and  whilst  this 
has  been  satisfactorily  accomplished  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a 
tendency  for  this  work  to  increase.  It  is  not  always  possible  to 
recover  the  cost  of  this  work  and  in  most  cases  where  vehicles  are 
abandoned  tracing  of  ownership  is  almost  impossible.
